ON’T GET SPASMS! 

Those who belong to any one of the Christian 
churches may well contain their souls in patience 
and not get spasms although some college profes- 
sor expresses an unwonted opinion on some matter 
purely theological.

Errors in dates and scientific misconceptions on the 
part of the great Hebrew lawgiver did not lessen 
the binding obligation of the Decalogue on the 
minds of men.

Debate, conflict of opinion, only clear the 
intellectual atmosphere. The true will remain. No 
science can destroy a particle of matter. All the 
chemist can do is to change the form. The sub- 
stance remains.

Change of formula may be necessary to make a 
truth comprehensible to men of a new age.

Petitions from the San Pedro Con- 
solidation Committee and property 
owners were read asking that the ap- 
plication be denied, and there were a 
number of red hot speeches made to 
back them up. Charles 8. Burnell, a 
Los Angeles attorney, addressed the 
Trustees at length as the representa- 


tive of a number of property owners 


on Palos Verdes street. 

“The Pacific Electric already has 
franchises. on Front and Beacon 
streets,” he declared, “and if they get 
this one on Palos Verdes they will 
have pretty effectually bottled up 
three approaches to the outer harbor. 
It would also prevent the proposed 
boulevard running from Los Angeles 
to the harbor over a low grade. 

“This ordinance is pecullarly worded 
for a steam road to escape an auction, 
The joker at the end would probably 
invalidate it as an electric ordinance, 
or if not invalidated leave steam- 
road privileges. But the greatest ob- 
jection is that it closes an approach 
to the outer harbor for fifty years 
without a consideration of any kind.” 

Attorney Frank Karr defended the 


franchise for the railroad. He said 
that the main object of the Palos 
Verdes-street line is to run local cars 
from the south to the north end of 
town.
